W ASHINGTON, July 17 — The 
prospect of a Com m unist revolt in 
Greece, 
which 
would 
result 
in 
seizure of the governm ent and re­ 
moval of King George from power, 
w as 
painted 
today 
by 
well-in­ 
form ed G reek sources depending 
on inform ation from Cairo. 
The revolt would be staged by 
the p arty known as 
KAM,” which 
is described by G reek sources as 
"C om m unist dom inated.” 
The tim ing of the revolt is ex­ 
pected to come when the Nazi 
forces of occupation are w eak­ 
ened by w ithdraw als for fighting 
on other fronts, and before the 
Allies are prepared to send forces 
into Greece. 
In this interval, it w as predicted, 
there will be an absence of firm 
control over the country, and the 
C om m unist elem ents would seize 
the opportunity to a coup, re­ 
nounce the governm ent of King 
George in Cairo, and establish their 
own regim e. 
The G reek officials who painted 
thi* picture added to it the pre­ 
diction th a t such a developm ent 
would m ean the loss of the Greek 
territo ries of T hrace and M ace­ 
donia. 
These territo ries w ere seized by 
B ulgaria a t the tim e of the G er­ 
m an it.vasion of Greece, and it is 
feared th a t the Com m unist ele­ 
m ent in Greece, allied w ith Bul­ 
g arian Com m unists, would accept 
perm anent B ulgarian control of 
the tw o territories.
